DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Eastern Slates. 

Chicago, Sep, 5. — The President nrriviul 
at Detroit lust evening, whero Gen. Grunt 
joined tho party, which will bo at Cliieago 
this evening, Tho President and Secretary 
Seward have spoken ot every station ulong 
the route from VVushinglon eveept Oborlin, 
Ohio, and tho sameness of tho President's io 
everywhere confiding ihe Constitution, Union 
and Aug to the keeping of the assembled 
people renders tbe omission to do so at Ober- 
lin more noticeable. At several points aloii:; 
ibo route between Cleveland and Detroit 
yesterday there was marked dissatisfaction 
lhat General Grant was not present, and 
pretty strong murmur of disaproval of tho 
President, Gen. O^^lesby declines lo allond 
tlie ChicuKO celebration, saying in a speech 
at SpriLgfiold yesteidny, that he cuuld ndt 
meet and welcome a man who had proatitu- 
led a prilgrimaga to the tomb of I)ouglas3 
into a tour for most telfiah and unscrupulous 
ends. He would nefer welcome Mr Johnson 
10 Chicago, Springfield, or uny oiner place 
in the Stale. Gov. Morton also announoes 
that bo will not welcome tbe President at 
Indianapolis becanse tbe President has no- 
ceptcd the invitation of the Democratic Stale 
Central Committee who will uinko tho visit 
■A purely partisan affair. Tho courao of Og- 
lesby and Morion finds further justifieatiou 
because at Albany and various places id 
New York Seward had 'poken contemptu- 
ously of Gov. Fanton's weloorae to the Presi- 
dent which was addressed to him as Cliief 
.Mugisirate and not a patriotic, faithful Y.x-- 
ecutivc of tbo nation. Every eOort has been 
made at Chicago to divest the reception of 
tbe Douglas mooomeot' ceremonies of any 
partizan cbaraoier, but io view of the speech 
es and demonstrations all along the route, 
ihe committee here considered themselves 
Hold. Tho board of trade having oriiiiiiully 
tendered their hall, have been largely in« 
ciioed to revoke the offer, and have held 
some e.xciting meetings on the subject, but 
wiser counsels have prevailed, h seems 
probable, however, if the President and Mr 
rfeward use tbe ball for a political harangue, 
Ihe board will afterwards adopt resolutions 
plainly telling what they think about il. 

At the UuioQ Convonlion at Philadelphia, 
Rev. Mr. Brownlow, of Tennessee, said he 
hud conoluded ajourney of athonsaDd miles 
in forty- eight hours and came at Ihe bead of 
fifty loyalists of Tennessee. 'I'hey came to 
Ihe Convention of what was termed l)y tho 
Executive "niciiM whites," nnd ''poor jneaksj" 
Out it was a Convention whero it would not 
be necessary to cause to bo excluded any of 
the delegates to produce harmony; nor 
would it ba necessary to muzzle any of tho 
delegates. He placed President .lohnson 
in nomination. As God forgives him, he hoped 
that the people of PeonsylTunia would alto 
forgive; but bo would say it would have been 
beiier if tbe whole of the Tennessee dele< 
galea had been in tbe prison instead of 
Baltimore.

Advcaliires of an iVfronaiit— Gymiias- 
lics iu tlic CloiiiiSi 

On the altenioon ol tbo Fiiurth of July 
Mons. Auguote Uuislay, oi the gymnuaiic 
troupe, whose elegant and graceful execution 
of the most d'fficalt gymoastio feats at the 
New Kowery Theatre have been attracting 
large and enibuaiastic audiences for ttie pasi 
two weeks, was advertised to make a balloon 
ascension from Elm Park. Not only was he 
to aseeiid t-kyward, but during his rise and 
progress ho was to execute in mid air, upon 
a //■ii/K.-.f pendant Iroui the balloon, some ol 
lliii iiiDst (liliii'.ult leala iieeuliiir lo his pro 
losaiou. The ascent was made and the feats 
poafotnied in accordance with the pro 
gramme, but a denouement was provided not 
set down io tbe bills, whiub very nearly cost 
tbo daring aeronaut bis life. Uia balloon, 
whic bis of Ibe genus Monlgolfer, diffor.s 
from those wo are aocustomed to seein, 
somewhat in its cunttructiou, but especially 
in ilic maiinor in wliijh it is filled. It is 
coiistnieied of water- proof material, obomi- 
uilly iire|i.ireil, and is arranged with para 
cliiiU',-; at lliu point of its i^reateal bulge, wliieli 
are closed during the ascent, hut ox|)anikd 
when lha gas is allowed to escape, and in 
Ibal way roturd Ihe machine in its deseeni, 
bringing it lo tbe ground with light and easy 
motion. Tbe balloon is 80 teet in circum- 
lereneo, and filled with rarilied air, mado by 
luiriiiiig straw nnd other light inllamrnable 
,-ul. Malices beneath it. Wlien filled oiid 
Idu-ciI Irom its bonds it springs into tho air 
lil<e a shot from a gun, aiM tho winking of an 
eye is hundreds ol leet in Itie air, carrying 
Willi it whatovur is brave or loulliardy 
enough to aecoiiipaiiy 1' io its lieavciiward 
flight. lielow thi.s b.ili in larilied air liaugs 
trajycze on wliii:!; tbo gymnast performs 
his wonderful leata. Tliis is simply Iho two 
ordinary pieces ot pendant rope, suppoiling 
a wooden bar, similar to the apparatus to be 
found in every oirous and every gymonsium. 

On the afternoon of the Fourth Ibe Monl- 
goller was duly tilled in the presence of a 
largo ennvd lU Kliii J'ark, and notsvitbatand- 
ing tile tliiuateiKid slorin and the counseling 
of" Ills Iriiiiids, the iiitreiiid Frenchman re- 
solved lo Carry out to tho letter his iiniiouiieu- 
inents. Aeeordiiigly, ut a lew miiiutos iiaal 
o'clock, bo muuniod the inipcze, and giving 
the word to cut the balloon Ioo.hu, whs 
speedily flying upwords with great velooity. 
From the moment of leaving Una finm the 
gymnast ouuld be seen oxecuiiiig bis perilous 
leats upon tbe slender bar— feats of agility, 
strength and dexterity whioh usually make 
an aiidieneo slilver with fright whop per- 
lorini'd within a lew feet ol llio erouiid. As 
Ioiil; as ilu; eye could seo him, ho eontinuod 
tiyraliiig and poising upon his daii;;eroiis 
porch, and it w,is aliiioit a ndiuf when liu 
disappeared troin viniv, and his perilous 
situation no longer mado itself felt to tlioto 
wbo witnessed the atari. Tho balloon as- 
ccoded to a height of about 7000 feet, drift- 
ing gradually toward tbo Jersey sboie. At 
this liuigbl, only about Iwo-thirds the altitude 
usually obtained, the balloon became sia- 
lionaiy lor a few moments, and then began to 
descend. 'I'uis was owing to the dampneae 
of the atraosplioro— a severe rain storm ;lbeo 
pirevAlUojj; wbjioh aeryad tp repder dense t^'e 



hot air with whioh Ihe balloon was in» 
Dated, and finally to tender inoporativo its 
sustaining qualities. Tbe maobino began to 
descend gradually,; acqniring increased ve- 
looity with each loot ol spacC' it traversed, 
until it finally begaD to descend as a lump 
of lead, relarded only in its downward 
oonrso by the pararbutes attached to it. li 
Boon became apparent to Moo'sieur HuiBlay 
that ho bad losi all control of hi? balloon, 
and that ho must look to liia individual 
tafoly when nearing the earth again. Most 
fununntoly lor him, the storm was driving 
him over tho surface of the Hudson river in 
a northerly direolion. Fearing the balloon 
would Biriko the water and entangle him in 
its meshes, he, when sixty feet in tho aii, 
spraup; from Iho "Irapczo" cleaving tho air 
liko a rocket in bis descent and striking tbe 
water, feet foreiiibst, disappeared beneath the 
anrfaoe. Tbia iavolunlary balb was taken 
near the Jersey shore, and was witnessed by 
severol persons wbo were sailing near the 
spot. Somo of these hnslenod toward Ihe 
place, but others, less humane, proceeded on 
their way, apparently not coring for tho life 
of a huuiun being. Young liniBluy, on com- 
ing to the Burlaee iifter his first plunge, 
being a fine swimmer .ia well aa gymnast, 
Rlruok out monlully for the New York slioio. 
The wind nnd tide were proving almost too 
much for bim, however, and had not Mr 
Kiator of the. Claremont Garden reached him 
as 8000 as'be didi'he'mDSthave been drowned, 
Mr Kiator, on first seeing the difiiculty in 
which Ibe balloonist was placed, bad hiisiencd 
to launch his boat and be ready to render 
such assistance aa might be required. 
Wlien bo reached young Buialay that gen- 
tleman was nearly exhausted by his cDorls at 
both flying and awiniming. Ho was taken 
to llio shore, and a fow drops of stimulating 
bcverago aorved to restore him to his acro- 
batic self. Ell'orta wero ut once mado to 
secure hia unruly balloi.ii, which had incan- 
timo quietly doscunded into the river, and 
the mnoster was finally landed, wet and ob- 
stinate, but uninjured. 

Moosie'ur Buislay is in no wise diaooor- 
aged by the narrow escape from drowning, 
but will, OD Saturday next, repeat the ex-> 
perimenl. Ab there is every prospcot of his 
(lisappoaring beneath the river for good and 
nl I, or dashing his brains out on sumo con- 
venient ruck, or broakiog his nock io aome 
way, there will doubtless be a large crowd 
to witness the uopleasaot performance.— ,fV. 
y. Times. 

The New Ho.nour.s and UKj.s'iriiiB. — In 
accor^uuco with usage, the outgoing Gov- 
erumcnt haa availed itself of its privileges to 
reeommepd to Her Majesty ecverul public 
men for various marks of honor and distinc- 
tion. On such occasions tho distribution of 
honors is generally confined lo mere party 
followers. But this time Lord Russell may 
fairly say that his batch consists in the main 
of those who have done valuable service to 
tbo State, and whose merits would havo been 
recognized by any .Alinislor, no matter what 
might be his political prodileolions. In feci 
most of tne distinctions aro conferred on pub- 
lic rather than upon party grounds, tho recip- 
ients being principally nipinberg ol tbo per- 
manent sorvico of tho Staio. It is true, no 
doubt, lhat Lord Moock, wbn ia in receive a 
British peerage, is a member of Ihe Liberal 
party, but no one who has watched hia car- 
eer oa GovernorsGoneral of Canada will 
dony hia claim upon Ihe public gratitude. 
When Lord Mouck was recommended for the 
appointment aomo of our contemporaries ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction, and considered thai 
ibe Duke of Newcastle had mado a place 
demanding great judgment and capacity a 
moans of providing for a political Iriend. But 
though Lord Mouck had not been vorv pro- 
minently boforo the pnblic, those who know 
tiim wore well aware that ho was just the 
man for the place, and during the whole ol 
ttia critical period of the great American war 
and in the various measures taken for tho, 
defence of tbo two provinces, Lord Monek 
boa shown himself an enlightened and ac- 
compliabed administrator. Uo well deserves 
iho honour of a British peerage, and when 
he returns bis charge beyond the Atlantic wo 
have 00 doabt be will prove a useful and 
valuable addition to the Upper House. The 
honours of the Privy Council, which ore, pei'- 
hnps, tho mosl prizod of those which can be 
enjoyed by a commoner, have been given to 
Ihrao mombera of tho permanent service of 
tho Crown, each movinuin a diOeront aphers, 
but each boloiiging to that class of ^unac- 
knowledged statesmen to which tbe oouolry 
is more deeply indeted than it knows. The 
service rendered by Sir Henry Storks in 
Jamaica is .pot the Qrat iostanoe io which he 
has deserved well of tbe Slate ; and regard- 
ing aaob an able ofBoer we can only express 
our regret that when be returns from his 
present mission he will again resume the 
somewhat hum drum post of Governor ot 
Malta, inslcad of being turned to account in 
coono.xioo with tho homo Ailministrntion, 
There are many men who could f;overn .Malta 
salinlactorily, but there are few indeed who 
could aid, liko Sir Henry Storks in bringing 
about tko reform and simplificalioii of our 
uiiliiary departments which Ibey so much 
need. Two permanent Under-Secretaries of 
Stale have also been called to ihe Privy 
CouDoil table, and all will, admit that tbe 
Uiizht Hon. Horatio Wasbiogton nod Ihe 
Uighc Hon. F.dmund Hammond well deserve 
their now prefix. Both have been for a long 
time able and i:oaloua oouiijutors ol the pol- 
itical heads ol llieir re.<puclive departments, 
and every statesman who has had charge ol 
llio Homo and Foreign OHieos would most 
ruailily eiipross hia obligations to both. 
Aiioihur iiiBtanoe of woll-deserved distinction 
ia that ol tho gentleman whom we may in a 
doy or two designate oa Sir Erskino May, 
K. 0. li. As an ofiicial oi the House ol 
Commons, he has rendered most valnable 
HcrvicoB and upon all points of Parliamentary 
procedure he is the recognized aulliority. 
Such are some of tho men whom tho expiring 
.Ministry hoa recommended Her MajoHly to 
hotiour, and we douiit very nuieli if their pol- 
itical opponents would (juestinii the excell- 
enoo of tbo eelectioii in any of the instances 
we have named. — Globe,.
